SOUTHERN MANUFACTURES, 

[From the N. Y. Eoouom\vt.) 

The South, aa we have scen, has mau! 
ifylng progress in the manulaciure of « , 
as woll as in its culture, during the lust | 
years And in view of the pruabiliiy 
early recovery from the Wastes of a war, » 
positions for the Southera States to w ork up 
thelr fine long cotton int yarus for the Eo -r. 
lish and other foreign markets, las‘cad of ex 
porting the bulk of the raw staple, asin times 
gone by, bave been revived, and are moetinz 
with great favor. Such un iodastrial devel yp 
meut, it isseen, wuuld be equivalents to a poe 
itive Increase of the active labor on the planta 
trons, sloce it would utilize a class of the pop 
ulation not evailabie for the flelds, but which 
is at present measurably useless, and, to sone 
degree, 3 positive drag On sucicty. 

ihe Suuth, itis well known, has important 
advantages iv the manufacture of cotton. It 
bas the raw material ait hand, an abuaodanace of 
food wlibln casey access, au unlimiled water 
power, @p unsurpassed climate loa mauy sec- 
Lions, plenty of Umberand coal, together with 
extended and extending fac sliuues for co nma 
tication apd transportation. The only pres- 
ent drawback, or lupediment, of any lmupor- 
ta: ce, is the lack of adequate capital; but as 
this is already belog supplied, there would 
se. m to be po good reason why manufacturing 
incustry should put at once take deep root, 
since it has been demonstrated that the rela- 
tive coset of cooverting colton Into yarn, as 
be_wéen England and the South, is lo tavor of 
the latter. ihe Superintendent of tue Salaia 
Cotton Milla, at Coiumbia, South Carolina, has 
furulshed some luteresting fecta and figures on 
this pelut. He assumes, by comparisoa, tue 
price of cotton at Columbia to be 20 ceots 
per pouod; at New York, 235 cents, which he 
assumes ere fair proportions. Ona this dasis, 
the cost of maklog a poundof cotton tute 
yarn at Columbia would be 9 cents, while in 
New York it would be 14.31 cents, and in 
Mancbester 11.25 ceata. Tekiag leto account 
the freight and insurance from Columbia to 
New York and the cartage, commission and 
oWer charges here, the cost of manufaciarin 
yarn ls found to be fully 5 cents per poun 
cheaper at Columbia than in New York, as- 
suming that the article ls wo ked up here. A 
similar calculation havi been entered into, 
as between Coiumbia and Manchester, shows 
that the manafacture of cotton yarns can be 
done cheaper at the South than lo Eugland, by 
about the diflerepce in the value of cuarreocy 
and guid. The figures of a manafacturer of 
yarns im Manchester show the cost of a 
pound of yarn there—taking 24 conts per 
yound as the cost of the cotton, and 
125 as the cost of cooversion—at 35 35 
cente. The cost of the transfer of the 
pound of Seuthero yarmn—costing in 
the South 29 cents—from the South to Eng- 
land is, including both freight and josurance, 
barely 15 cents. This, added to the preeee 
ing cost, makes the cost to England 80.5 cents 
whereas the pound manufactured in Buylan: 
costs 35.25, showing that the Southern manu- 
facturer can put his yarns down in Kaglacd 


4.75 cheaper than the English manufacturer | 


cau make them there. If tuese fwares, whic 
refer to No 20 yarns, are substantially correct, 
they surely effurd « very strong argument for 
pushing the manufacture of cotion at the 
bouth, as wellas ite culture. By working up 
Lhe surplus cotton into yarns for exportation, 
it has beeu roughly estimated that » prot o/ 
twenty dollars a bale would be realized ovor 
and above the profit of growing tue staple. In 
a crop of three millions bale, this would afford 
an eatra profit of sixty millious of dullars— 
enough, surely, to create a strongiucentive on 
the part of the men of means to ougage in tic 
burlates.
